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was a perfectly competent marksman,” he said 
Some critics of the Warren Commission’s 
findings have suggested that the second bullet 
was fired by another assailant facing the Presi- 
dent’s car. 

Lattimer said the X-rays proved without a 
doubt that the front and rear wounds in the 
slain President were caused by the same bullet 
which passed through Kennedy’s body and then 
struck then-Texas Gov. John Connally who 
was riding in the President’s car. 

Lattimer said there was no evidence of a 
third bullet but that he believed one had been 
fired and missed the presidential car 
Burke Marshall, deputy dean of Yale Law 
School and representative of the Kennedy 
family, said Lattimer was the first expert to 
request permission to view the documents 
when the moratorium ended last October.
